A  T&  T  agrees  to  develop  a  cost-competitive  policy  for  such  Subscribers  to  minimize  or 
eliminate  any  additional  cost  to  the  consumer  of  connection  to  the  Internet  service  provider  of  their  choice  so 
as  to  meet  the  standard  price  of  receiving  both  comparable  transport  and  content  from  a  competing  high- 
speed Internet  access  service. 

(c)  Grantee  agrees  that  Subscribers  to  its  Excite@Home  content-enhanced  cable  modem  service  shall  have 
access  to  all  content  or  services  generally  available  to  the  public  on  the  Internet  and  shall  be  able  to  connect 
to  online  service  providers,  portals  and  other  Internet  sites,  including  the  sites  of  other  Internet  service 
providers,  without  having  to  view  the  Ebccitef^Ffome  proprietary  content  if  they  so  desire.
